regret that some thousand uroultured barbarians, des¬
titute of all the improvements of soctal life, andlagly incapable of adopting them, should have yieldedgradually to the civilized rolllioos who have taken tneir
place. Bat we must, both ax men and as Christians,jpelroa whatever of oppresnuu aod wrong has marked
the change (as is toe apt always to be the ease when
gtroow and weak sre broegoi into contact with eaoh
other ) and without alTecUtion we may indulge a heart¬
felt simpathf for the feeble and stricken relics of once
Dowerfulaad formidable Iriftee of fellow men.

Thia lr a topi}for a volume, rather than for the closing sentence oc a
speech at the dinner table I will only say that >n» high¬
est authorities in Kngluh hia-ory. Hume. Hallau, Ma
ean'ay. neither of them Influenced by sympathy with
the Pi>M%d( concur la the opinion that EngKod war in¬
debted to them for tbe'pre ervation of her liberties in
that moat critical period of her national exiiteoce, when
the question between prerogative and law abrfolnto
authority and constitutional government, was decided
f i ever.

In earning to this country our father* moat certainly
contemplated not merely a safe retreat beyood the set,
where thay could worship God according to the dictate*

of their own cot>*cleocfl, but a local government founded
on popular choice. That their foieaight stretched on-
waid through the successive stages or colonial and pro¬
vincial government, which resulted in the establishment
of a gieat republican confederacy, it would be extrava¬
gant to pretend; but from that primitive aud venerable
compact, signed aa board the Ma; Sower, while she vet
nestled In the embrace of Provincetown harbor after her
desolate voyage, hke a weary chiJd at evening ia Its mo¬
ther'* arms, tbr >ugh every document aad manifesto
which bean oa the qaeit ion. there is a distieot indict

t ion of a purpose to eatahlisn civil government oa the
basis of republican equality and popular choice.
In a word, Mr. President, their political code united

religion and liberty, merals and law, and it ditfarad from
the «Ud license whieh breaks away from the <e restraints,
as the wellaffaided railway engine. Instinct with its me¬
chanic life, condnoted by a bold but skilful and erudent
band and propelled in safety towards it* destination,
with glowing axle along its Iron groove*, differ* from the
aarre m^ino when Its *p*«d Is rawhly urged hsyond the
point of safety, or wlien driven bt criminal recklesinesa
or murderous uegleot. It leaps madly from the track, and
plunge* with its shrieking train into the jaws of deitruo
lion.

the wolf that suckled Romulus and Remus, to that Ro¬
man Senate. which, on curule ehairs, nwaved I'a'y and
the world.from these obscure beginning* of Ipersrtj
and weakns-s, which you now piously oommemerata,and on which all our minds naturally rent to-day, youbid us leap to that marble capitol, where thirty one
powerful States, bound in indissoluble union.a pluralunit.are gathered together in Initiative body, con¬
stituting a part of one government, wh'ch, sti-etsUicgfrom oeean to ocean aud c junuug million* of peiola be¬
neath Its majestic rule, surpa*Mn fir in wealth and might
any government of |the Uld World when tho little bind
of Pilgrunt left it, aud which now promises to be a alespbetween Europe and At-la bringing the nnst distant
places noar together, to that there .shall be no more

Sir, it is the rUerims that we comono uorat* t iday;not tho Senate. For this moment at least lot u* tread
unier foot all pride of empuo, all exultation in our mani¬
fold triumphs of industry, «f scienoe of literature, that
we m y wverwntly bow Before the forefataers. Tne day
In their*. In the oontemplation of their virtue we shall
derive a lesson, which, like truth, may judge ns sternly;hut, if we can really follow it, like truth, it shall make
uh free. For my pelf, I acoept the ad noaitloos of tho
day. It may teach u« all never by word oraot, although
we may be few in number* or alone, to swerve from
these primal principles of duty, which, frotn tie lan Hag
at Plymouth Sock, have baoo tho life of Massaoniawtt*.
Let me briefly unfold the lessen.
Few porton* In hUtory have infTortd mere from oon

temporary misrepresentation, abuse aad persocutien,
than the EnglUh Puritans. At first a small body, thsy
were regarded with Indifference or *aa'empt But by
degrees they grew In numbers and drew into ther eom
¦any men of education, Intelligence, anl even of rank.
Reformers in aU ages have had little of blowing from
the world which they siaght to serve ; bat the Puritans
were not disheartened. Still they persevered. The
obnoxioua laws of oonformity they ro fed to withstand
till. In the fervid language of the tl me, ''they be seat
baek to the darkness from whence they came." Tarough
thorn the solritof modern freedom made Itself potently
felt. In ita great warfare with authority, in chureh,
In literature, aud in the .State ; in other worm, for re¬
ligious Intellectual and political unaaetpatieo. The
Puritan* primarily aimed at religious freedom: for tali
they contended la Parliament, nndsr El sabeth aad
James for this they suffered; but so oonneotel are all
there great and glorious Interests, that tha struggle* far
one have alwais helped tho other. Suoh serele* did
they do. that Home, whose cold cature could no', nym oa¬
th!ze with their buralni soul*. is obliged t » confess that
te them alone "tho English owe the whole freedom of
their constitution "

As among all reformers, so amoag the-n there were
differences of dsgreo. Some c rntiaued wii.hla tae eals
of the satlanal ehureh, aad there pre**ad tbeir ln->ff*et-
tual attempts in behalf of the good oause. Home at
length, driven by eonscientlou* convictions, anl un¬
willing to ho partaker* longer In It* enormities, stung
al*u by the cruel excesses of magisterial power, opsalydisclaimed the National establish uent and became a
m>parate sect, first under the name of Browaist*, from
the perron who had led in tbl* new orgaal/.atlon -aad
then under the better name of Separatist* A'ter long
struggles in Parliament and out of It. in Church and
Bute continued through suoMsaive reigns, th« Puritan*
finally triamphod, and the despised sect of .Separatist*,
swollen In number, *nd now undor tho denomination

of Independents, with Oliver Cromwell as their head aad
Joha Milton a* hi* eecratary, ruled Eaglaad. Thus 1*
prefigured the final triumph of all, however few in num¬
bers, who sincerely devote themselves to truth. (Ap-
^'rhTlllgrims of Plymouth were among the earliest of
the (Separatists. As such they knew, by bitter experi¬
ence. all the aharpness of persecution. Against thera the
men In power ragc-4 like the beatheu. Against then* the
whole fury of the law was directed. Home were Imprison¬
ed all wera Impoverished, while their iwie beo»>ne abyJ-word of reproach For safety and freedom tne little
band fir«t sought ?belter in Holland, where they continu¬
ed, in ibdlgence aad obscurity, for more thaa ten year*when they were Impelled to seok a home In tbls unknown
uOKU rn world. Such. In brief, Is their history I csnld
cot say more of it without intruding upon your time; I
could not fay less without Injustloe to them.

Rarely have austere principles been expressed with
more gentleness than from their lip*. By a covenant
with the Lard, they bad vowed to walk in all his ways,according to their best eodeavor*. whats >ver it should
cost tbsai.and also to reooire whatsover truth ehsuld
be made known from the written word of Ood. Re-
p< stance aad ptayers, patiencn aud toars we e their
weapon* "It i* not with us," seld tbey, "a* with
other men, whom small things can disoouiage or small
dlroontentmoBts cauee to wish themnelven at home agaiu "

And yet thesa men. with their snblime eoduraBoe, and
with their lofty fslth, are among those who w*rs soino
times called ¦ Puriian knavet'- and '. Kuave-i Piiri'an,"
and were branded hy Klog James as the vary pe»ts In
tie Church ai d Commonwealth " Tnis small «o»paey
of our foiefatbsrs was exores ly termed tho ' plocbed
fanatic* of l^ydea;" aud, at Whl'ehail. in 1803, a iraik,
by C'srew, a» elepant and careful poet of the reign of
